The Neoro at the Atlanta 
Exposithtn. — “í, Garland Penn, 
Chief of the Negro Department of 
the Colton States and Internation¬ 
al Exposition,’ to be opéped at At- 
lanta, September 18, of s the present 
year, bas ad^rassod an open letter 
to his brethren of the country, in 
which he dirocts attention to what 
has been already accomplished in 
his department and emphasizes the 
importance of what remains to be 
accomplished, in order that the. 
Afro-Amerioan exhibit shall be up 
to the štandard set bv the commis- 
sionerB and reasonably expected by 
the peoplo of the country. 

“Mr. Penn pointa out the fact 
that the Exposition Company háve 
not only fulfilled their promises to 
erect a bnilding covering 25,000 
squore feetof spaoe to be u sed efc- 
clnsively by negroc*, but that they 
delivered the contract for erecting 
the buiiding to negroes, that the 
entire work was done by negro la- 
borers, and that, consequently, the 
bnilding itaelf will stand as an ex¬ 
hibit or the negro’s ability as an 
artisan. The Company having 
Bupplied the builbing, Mr. Penn 
reasonably expects that his raoe 
wiíl do the rest, and asks them," in 
this address. to make application 
for space at once. The Exposition 
Company háve expended $16,000 
for the proper roception of negro 
exhibits, besides the freo use of 
space, and will make f nrther expen- 
ditures, as they are determined to 
do all that they promised and even 
more to insure the snccess of the 
negro department. 

4< The Afro-Američana of all the 
Southern States háve been tl\or- 
oughly organized, with oommis- 
sioners of their own, during the 
pást twelve months, for tho pnr- 
poee of making the negro depart¬ 
ment suocessful, and if it falk 
short of this they will heve them- 
selves only to blame. The negro 
department should be one of the 
most intereafcing features of the 
All&ntio Exposition. ^Americane 
as well as foreignere are euriouá to 
measure the results of emancipa- 
tion as they are to be found in 
súch an exposition. It is to be re- 
gretted that more effort was not 
made to secure negro exhibits 
from the old free States, so that 
they eould be compored with those 
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' of sugar-maple,- 
kôry, and white^oak, 
ost impenetrable un- 
dorgŕowtji of thom and crab-applo.

The sabatanoe is found in the 
Green Bank diatrict and at other 
plncee in the ootinty in the opper 
ooal oiyasurea. An acoount of the 
minerál ia given by a štandard 
work aa followe:

. B|ack lead, graphite, or plumba- 
go, a minerál oouaisting ohlefly of 
carbon, but containing alao more 
or leea of alumin&,ailicia,lime,iron 
etc., to the eztent of 1 to ,47 per 
cent, apparently mixed rather than 
chemioálly combinedľ Black lead 
ia the pojmlar name, and that by 
which it ia generally known in the 
arta; Graphite ia that generally 
preferred by mineralogiats. Tlie 
name black lead, however, ought, 
nerhapa, to be regarded aa an un- 
f >rtunate one, aa no lead ento a ín- 
to the compoaition of the minerál. 
It 8ometimea occurs cryst&Uiaod in 
ahort imbedded hexagonal priama; 
but generally masaivô, and more or 
leaa radiated, fuilated, acaly, or 
compaot. It is of a Rrayiah-black 
color, with a aomewhat metallic 
lustre, and ia perfectly opmjue. It 
ia greaay to the touch, and isa per- 
fect oondnctor of electrioity. It ia 
found in primary and tainaition 
rocka, aa in gneiae, mica siate, 
quartz-rock, greenatone, and clay- 
slate, and pretty abundantly in var 
ríouB parta of the world. It ia 
múch more incombustible than ev- 
en anthracite (orblind coal),bum- 
ing with múch diífioulty even be- 
fore the blow-pipe, on which ac- 
count it is múch u sed for the man- 
ufacture of cruciblee or 'melting 
{H)t8 which withatand great heat. 
These however are not made of 
mere black lead, but of black lead 
in powder mixed with half ita 
weightof clay. Black lead ia em* 
ployed for making pencils. It ia 
abo extenaively employed to* give 
a black glosa to iron grafcea, atovea, 
railinga, etc., and to diminiah the 
friction o t belts and other parte of 
machinery. It ia alao múch n sed 
by electriciana. Lately i t hra b 'en 
auggeated aa a lubricating rgent in 
the cartridges of riflea inatead of 
lard or tallow.

To the Teachers of Pocahontas Co: 

Through the instruraentality of 
Prof. D. Ií. 1 Barlow, we háve ar- 
ronged to hold a Normál for teach- 
ers at Marlinton, the four weeks 
previous to the opening of the 
County Inatitnte. 

To the wide-awake and Progres¬ 
sive teachera, themanv advantages 
of attending a Norma! ia apparent. 
When we také a glance at the var- 
ious profeasions, teaching eapecial- 
ly, we notice that the leadere theŕe- 
iu are thoee who are wide-awake, 
and are constantly striving to bet- 
ter qualify therneelves for their no- 
aitiona. The grave responsibility 
of the teacher imperatively, de- 
mands that he thoroughly qualify 
himaelf for hiB work. God hasren- 
truBted to ub no dutý bo reaponai- 
ble as the teaching and culture of 
the young mind. The dutiea of 
the farmer, mechnníc, physician, 
etc., are neceesary to the well-being 
of society, but they all relate to 
thať which íb temporary and per- 
ishable; while teaching in its pri- 
mary and full Bense embraces that 
reparátion which mušt necessarily 
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full enjoyraent of life beyond the 
grave. The teacher should enter 
úpon his work with motives the 

S urest that can actuate human con- 
uct. for if there ia any work di- 
vinely appointed, it is that of 
teaching. The time has- arrived 
when teachers mušt not perform 
their work mechanically, but accrd- 
ing to scientific principles, which 
govern the relationa of means to 
ends in education. Teaching aims 
tuan ^ train, instruct, and dévefop to 
t Vir- their fullest capacity the various 
mong powers and faculties of man to 
> true i niake him as perfect as his náture 
will admit, to cause him to fulfill 
worthily the ephere God has de- 
signed ior him. It should be the 
ambition of every teacher to keep 

E ace with the times. Those who 
old second gráde ceriiiicates 
ought not to be satisfied tiíl they 
can get a jirst gráde , and if there 
is any who hold a third gráde 
certijicale they should not be satis- 
fied with preaent Sttainments. 

The object of this Normál is to 
afford teachers, and those prepar- 
ing to teach, excellent facilities to 
equip themselves for the cäming 
yeaťs work; and will especially fit 
them for examination. With the 
latter end in view, the session is to 
close just as the County inštitúte 
begins, giving those who attend 
the advantage of entering the con- 
test with their newly acquired 
powers in store. 

By means of the best methods 
available, the whole public school 
curriculum will be covered as thor¬ 
oughly as the time will possibly 
permit. * Special attention will be 
gived to the Science and Ari of 
teaching, by investigating the sci¬ 
entific principles úpon which it is 
based; and then giving in a prac- 
tical manner, the latest methods 
of teaching each branch.

Our School Teachers. 

Lovebidoe. W. Va. ) 
July 22 1896. f. 
To the Editor: Qaving read an 
article in the Times of recent dáte, 
relatíng to the school teachers of 
PocahontAS county, nnd being a 
school teacher myself, I will. en- 
deavor to write a few lines, which 
I hope will be of some intorest to 
the teachers of Pocahontas county. 

I háve taught school in severní 
different sub-districts in Green- 
brior and Pocahontas counties t and 
I find that a great responsibility 
rests úpon the teacher, and while 
there is a responsibility resting 
úpon the teacher, there is also a' 
responsibility resting úpon the 
trustees and patrons m regard to 
the advnncement of their schools, 
but if anything goes wrong the 
teacher alwavs has the “blnme” to 
bear. Good echools moan good 
boys, good girls, good disciplíne, 
and good neigh borhoods, and if 
we do not lmve good schools, whose 
blame is il? Is it always the 
teachers? I think not. We ac- 
knowledge that it isr soraetimos his 
fault, but not always, and if we 
háve good schools, teachors, pupils 
and parents mušt ooncur; they 
mušt work together, and we believe 
if the patrons and teacher would 
puil together, shoulden to ehoulder 
there would be a rarity of “no 
schools” ns we often hear some 
trustee or patrón say, who probably 
never saw inside of a school-houso 
in their lives as a puj)il. 

Young teachers, if you wnnt to 
teacb, do not undertake one of 
these so called “ oasy schools” be- 
cause the pupils don’t “know 
ínucK.” I nnd the most trouble 
a teacher has is with some patrón 
or trustee, who can scarcely read 
or write his name. They do not 
always realize that the progress of 
edncation is slow, but they are the 
ones who grúni ble because the 
teacher does not mnke the fires or 
chop r the wood, and sometimes 
want the teacher to teach frorn 
about sunrise to sunset, because 
they had to go to school before the 
sun was up, and corno horne by 
moonlight. I do not think we 
háve many 1 trustees of this kind 
now-a-days, but often we hear 
some one speak of the teacher’s 
“easy time”—commencing at 9 a. 
m. nnd dismissing at 4 p. m. We 
are glad that we háve many good 
school men aťpresent, that realize 
that the teachers work, (t, r.) the 
earnest teacher’s work is almost an 
every day business, and that he 
has to Btudy almost incessantly in 
order to qualifv himself better for 
his position. We realize that our 
school systém is improving, that 
we are having better schoofs, t>et- 
ter apparntus, and we long to see 
the time when we will háve Btill 
better apparatuR, when ench school- 
house will be fumished with a li- 
brary, when a flag of the “stars” 
and “stripes ,, will wave over our . 
school-buildings, and when patrons 
will visit our aphools and be wol- 
comeguests, and help to enčourage 
the teacher and pupils in their 
work. w.'
